In pursuance of rule 389 of the Rules of Procedure and 
Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition), the 
Speaker has issued the following direction: — 

“16A. When a Minister wishes to correct any in- Procedure 
accuracy in the information which he has given ? or corrcct - 
in reply to an unstarred question, the following to^UMtarred 
procedure shall be followed, namely:— Question*. 

(i) The Minister shall give to the Secretary notice 
of his intention to correct the reply given to 
an unstarred question. The notice shall be 
accompanied by a copy of the statement pro¬ 
posed to be laid by the Minister. 

(ii) When the House is in session, the Secretary 
shall include the item in the List of Questions 
for written answers on the appropriate date 
in the following manner: 

‘The Minister of .to lay a 

statement correcting the reply given on 

the.,195 , to Unstarred Question 

No.by Shri . 

regarding .’ 
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(iii) The statement so laid by the Minister shall be 
included in the official report of the proceed¬ 
ings of the House for the day at the end of 
answers to all unstarred questions. 

(iv) When the House is not in session, the 
procedure laid down in direction lG(iii) 
shall apply.”
